T he building is a spacious pita of con­ 
fiscated convent property. 
A convent 
in Rome, I should say, means what we 
commonly call monistery. 
You enter it 
on either side by handsome hallways, pos­ 
sibly fifty feet high, certainly forty, whose 
sides arc adorned by immense panels of oil 
punting— emblematic pictures of tbe gen­ 
ius <-f tbe railway and the telegraph. Once 
over the tesselated pavements of these fine 
arches you enter a grand interior court. 


3 0 magnificent is the provision of room 
that this court or plaza 
is a beautiful 
squire one hundred and fifty feet in length 
aud breadth, lovely with fountains, flowers, 
statuary, gross plats of grass and with a 
covered c trndor frescoed on ceiling and 
wall aud paved with 
bright 
maroks 
si retching all the length of its exterior. 
Around this court this building proper 
rises in three grand stories. 
There are rooms and offices for every 
conceivable purpose, and those tor the 
accommodation of the public most always 
in duplicate—one for men and one for 
women. 
All these rooms are frescoed and 
painted, aud equipped with furniture of 
massive style aud artistic design. 
So lav­ 
ish is the embellishment that the corridor 
affords a wall of eix hundred feet of con­ 
tinuous pictoral design, much of it fantas­ 
tic and quaint, and on tne the theme either 
ut the railroad or telegraph wire, steam or 
fire. 
The building ha9 just been opened 
to the public, and is daily thronged with 
groups of esthetic Italians— which means 
tbe lower classes us well as what we call 
the educated—discussing with interest aud 
animation the taste aud ex cution of the 
work. 
To make the contrast fairly with tbe 
dingy discomfort of our Philadelphia quar 
ters it must be remarked that Rome is a 
coy not one-third as large as Philadelphia, 
and that its people do not have the habit 
of writing and communication. 
There is, 
tor instance, no newspaper mail at all as 
compared with ours. 
There are no large 
business establishments flooding a whole 
continent or the world with circulars. 
In 
I ict. the circular is cot known here in our 
sense. 
Finally, of the quarter of a million 
people here, there are vast numbers who 
never either send or receive a letter. 
I 
doubt it the amount of business ot thi9 
office is one-tenth that of ours. 
As an 
illustration of the different habits of the 
people, 
among 
the 
wealth 
of 
rooms 
in 
the 
building, 
(and 
ihere are so many that they seemed at a 
loss sometimes I think to know bow to 
label them) there is oue set apart tor tbe 
public and common use ot auy one who 
wauls to write his letters or address them, 
or do anything of the kind at tbe office. 
The room, all brilliant with painting, had 
in it lour small tables, all neatly filled out 
with stationery, ink. pens, blotters, etc., 
two seats to each table, and was, in tact, a 
charming little retreat. Just one seat wa9 
occupied. 
In Philadelphia or.New York 
or Boston oue hundred chairs would be 
kept pretty well filled.

R a cin e, July 30—Pressed cornud-bee 
has been making sad havoc io a large nam 
her of families in this city, during tbe past 
two weeks, proving beyond a doubt that 
the beef is poisonous or diseased and unfit 
to eat, and the health officers are about to 
look into the matter and sen where the 
trouble is. 
It is the opinion of all that 
they bai belter make an investigation 
without delay, before some one is fatally 
poisoned. 
Today every family in the city wa9 
called upon, where persons had been poi­ 
soned by eaiiug the beef, and all the facts 
possible learned. 
Mr. C. Fred Bliss, the well known gro­ 
cer, on Market Square, was first called on. 
d e stated that on last ria turd ay evening he 
purchased a piece ol pressed corned beef, 
at oue of the leading markets in the city, 
but refused to give the name. On the same 
evening his son, l l years old, ate some ot 
the beef and iu the night was taken sick, 
with violent cramps in the stomach, vom­ 
iting aud diarrhea 
Not knowing what 
the trouble wat, a physician was called, 
md in the morning he grew better and 
was able to be out, but Monday ho was 
taken sick again and last night a physician 
was called, lie has a high lever with chilis 
out the doctor thinks] he will come out 
ail right. Sunday morning Mr. Bliss and 
ais wife and son went out in the country 
for a little ride, aud took a lunch with 
them, the corned beef being the principal 
article. 
Al noon Mr. aud Mrs. Bliss par­ 
took ol the beef freely, bul did not feel 
Oddly until they arrived home at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, when tney were taken 
with terrible pains aud vomiting, and Mrs. 
Bliss was in such pain that she became 
unconscious, bhortiy atter a daughter who 
uad eaten the beef was taken the same 
way, aud then a cat that bud eaten it. 
Dr. 
Martin was called and soon had the af­ 
flicted family out of danger. 
Dr. P. It. Hoy was called upon to attend 
several cases. 
First was the family of Mr 
Thomas Druer, consisting of several per­ 
sons. They purchased a quantity of pressed 
oeef and immediately eating were takeQ 
with 
violent 
pains 
aud 
vomiting 
but with no serious results. 
At first 
no credence was given to tUe fact that the 
oeef was the cause, and a young man named 
vVest, who was boarding rn the family 
laughed at the idea, and said he dared eat 
some of it. 
He aid so, and shortly atter 
was tukcn in the same manner aud was 
very sick. It is supposed the beef was 
purchased of a butcher 
named Weed, 
nu Villa street, but it is not precisely 
known. 
Mr. George Thomas and mother, resid­ 
ing on College avenue, ate some pressed 
oeef, and were suddenly taken with the 
pains aud vomiting. 
Mr. Thomas, alter a 
few hours’ sickness, recovered, but Mr 
Tnornas was completely prostrated, and it 
Was with the utmost difficulty' her life was 
saved, and at me present time she is feeling 
badly, aud is just able to be out. 
The heel 
was purchased ot Weed, the butcher, on 
Villa street. 
Mr Gregory, a gentleman residing on 
Villa street, went into Weed’s shop and 
bought some pressed beet and took it 
nome, and ms family after eating it, was 
taken sick.

C in c in n a ti, July 30.—A duel with re­ 
volvers between two brothers at the break­ 
fast 
table 
occurred 
nine 
miles from 
Columbus, Indiana, this morning. 
Both 
were killed. 
They were Henry and Alex­ 
ander Covert, sons of Luke Covert, and 
were living with their father. 
Henry had 
been married, but bad separated from bis 
wile some time ago. He was in Columbus 
yesterday on business connected with the 
divorce. 
A compromise was reached and 
it 
was 
settled 
that 
his 
wile 
should 
go 
back 
to 
live 
with him temporarily. 
However, she 
went back to her father’s and he returned 
home. This morning, at tne 
breakfast 
table, tbe two brothers eat on opposite 
sides. The subject of the compromise came 
up in conversation, when Alexander de­ 
nounced the wife of Henry as a common 
prostitute. At that Henry drew a revolver, 
his brother drew another, and both fired 
at Use same time across the table. 
Both 
shots took effect. 
One died in forty min­ 
utes and the other lingered tilt afternoon, 
when he also died. 
C in c in n a ti, July 30—The streets of 
Frankfort, Ky., near the spot where Bu­ 
ford slew Judge Elliott, were the scene of 
another bloody tragedy to-day. John Cole 
and Burnet Gordon, farmers, neighbors, 
and brothers-in-law, living on Fiat Creek, 
near Frankfort, came to town in the morn­ 
ing. and, meeting later in the day, in front 
of Ualy’s saloon, began a dispute about a 
standing difficulty between them in regard 
to dealings in stock. 
Aogry words fol­ 
lowed, 
when 
both 
men 
suddenly 
drew * 
pocketknives 
and 
rushed 
at 
each 
other. 
Gordon, 
who 
was sober and cool, had an advantage 
over his antagonist, who was intoxicated. 
Tne duel lasted tor some minutes, both 
hacking away at each other with 


after eating it they were taken with vio­ 
lent pains acd vomiting, aud it was feared, 
Mr VV would not recover but he is new all 
right. 
Two families named Heyer ani Pugh, 
on the School Section, were slightly pois­ 
oned by partaking freely of pressed beet 
out with no serious resu'ts. 
In the Fourth ward a lamily Darned 
Martiu ate pressed beef for supper, and in 
diteen minutes atter tour of them were 
taken with violent pains and vomiting 
which lasted halt au hour. 
The above named families are about all 
could be found, but it is presumed there 
are other cases, as most of those troubled 
did not call physicians. The most singular 
part of the poisoning is that after the beet 
is thrown up the person commences to feel 
better, and consequently this accounts tor 
most ut the families not calling for medical 
aid and no fatal cases occurring. 
Most 
of them also positively refuse who tney 
bought the beet of, and of course uo names 
eau be given. 
Several physicians were 
interviewed oa the subject aud they nearly 
all agree that the trouble is caused by the 
decomposition of the albumen of the beef, 
in connection with tho salt used to put it 
up, which causes an organic poison. 
Dr 
P Ii Hoy has experimented with the beet 
aud given it to dogs, cats and other aui- 
mals, aud it effects them all alike, and 
nukes them vomit, but does not kill them.

freedom of the black race or the ameliora­ 
tion of their condition ; but the mob, the 
dungeon, the scaffold, awaited all such 
daring spirits. No party, as a party, had 
beeu organized to wage persistent war 
against the aggressions ut the slave power. 
Tae party thou in control in this country 
was the Democratic party. It was divided 
into two wings. 
Oue wing favored the 
carrying of slavery into the territories by 
positive law. The other favored the policy 
of simply hovering over the territories in a 
sort of indifference. 
Their policy was 
embraced in a solitary sentence—"We do 
not care whether slavery is voted up or 
voted down.” 
One boldly and openly de­ 
clared that they favored the forcing of our 
virgin soil to the hateful embrace of tue 
monster of human slavery, and in the 
attempt had already drabbled her garments 
in blood. 
The other wing ot tbe Demo­ 
cratic party declared it their policy to 
stand with folded arms and 


without the filing of a gun or the drawing 
of a sword. 
ITS FIRST BATTLE 
then, as I have said, was for free territory, 
and since the Republicans came into pow­ 
er, and we rtjo.ee in tbe fact and glory in 
the record, since Abraham Lincoln was 
President of the United States, and the 
Republican pal \ i .ok and wielded public 
affairs, not one solitary inch of slave terri­ 
tory has been added to this Union. 
But, 
my fellow citizens, no sooner had this bat­ 
tle been fought and won, ttaa tbe Republi­ 
can party was called upon to fight 
ANOTHER GREAT BATTLE; 
a battle for national unity—a battle for the 
unity of these Slates. 
Before the Repub­ 
lican party came into power, on the 4th of 
March, 1361, the union of the States was 
already destroyed. 
We gave to the Dem­ 
ocratic party a Union. 
They surrendered 
the Union to us with the Union broken. 
We gave to them one flag, waving in un­ 
molested supremacy over every foot of 
American soil; they gave the country back 
to us with two flags—with a rebel and a 
ho'tile flag fly mg from across the Potomac 
and flaunting in the very face of the Capi­ 
tol City. 
We gave them a country with 
one Congress; they handed it back to us 
with two. 


WE GAVE THEM A COUNTRY 
with one President, they had two when 
they got through 
In a word, they had 
their whole machinery of State and N a­ 
tional government I n full opposition to 
the Federal Government, running fully 
and completely, with a President, Cabinet, 
Executive aud Judiciary, aud the whole 
machinery of State aud National govern­ 
ment in full aud complete operation; and 
then, to cap the climax, the last Democrat­ 
ic President, as he looked upon the disso­ 
lution, said: 
"There is no power in the 
Constitution to coerce the States.” 
The 
thing was done. 
HE STOOD THERE 
and told us that the Temple of Liberty 
was on fire, and there was no power under 
the Constitution to put it out; and as he 
saw the flumes leaping up its columns, he 
told us mat under the Coustituiion it must 
be burned. 
Bur, thank God, the Republi­ 
can party came Into power and moved to 
the trout,aud we opened our hearts and did 
put it out with aivers of blood. [Applause.] 
Abraham Lincoln reached the Deleagureu 
Capital of the Republic, compelled to fly 
under the cover of darkness and deep dis­ 
guise to reach the Capital of the Nation, 
and tne words he uttered in that inaugural 
address still nog in our ears, as he declar­ 
ed: 
"I hold that the Union of tnese states 
is unbroken.” 
Then, my fellow citizens, 
commenced

Mr. Isaac Farwell, who is an uncle of 
Mrs. J. A. Webb, of this city, celebrated 
bis one hundredth birthday at Dorset, 
Vermont, recently. The old man seems in 
quite vigorous health, and bids fair to en­ 
joy another anniversary 
lf not more. 
When he was eighty years old he visited 
his relatives here aod lo Madison, but since 
then bas not ventured West. The celebra­ 
tion of bis hundredth birthday was very 
largely attended, but the old gentleman 
did not seem to be affected by the excite­ 
ment and fatigue of the occasion, and the 
following day some friends, who called to 
see how he had stood the day, were sur- 
to find that be was not in the house, but 
was in the field looking after the hired 
men. The St. Alban’s Messenger contains 
the following account of the celebration: 
The one hundredth birthday of Isaac 
Farwell, was celebrated at Dorset on the 
lith inst. The exercises attendant on this 
unusual event were held in a maple grove 
un the farm of the centenarian. 
The 
assembly, variously estimated from 1.0U0 
to 1,500. were called to order at I o’clock 
a. rn. by the marshal of the day. 
After a 
short address of welcome by the Rev. P. S. 
Pratt, Dr. Wickham, of Manchester, who 
is in his 6ighty-third year, led in prayer. 
This 
was 
followed 
by 
the 
reading 
of 
Psalm 
Ti 
and 
the 
singing of this psalm to the tune of China. 
The leader read the hymn from a book 
printed In 17G8. the year in which the first 
settlement was made in Dorset. Following 
this was an excellent historic address con­ 
cerning chiefly tho aged man, by Rev. P. ti. 
Pratt, from which we give the following 
interesting facts: Tne parents of Isaac F ar­ 
well were born in Connecticut, and about 
25 years after their union emigrated to 
Vermont, to what was 
then known 
as 
the 
New 
Hampshire 
grants, 
and 
settled 
in 
Dorset. 
Here 
on 
July 14, 1879, the venerable man was 
oorn. He was about IO years old at the 
accession of Washington to the Presidency. 
He cast his vote for president at the elec­ 
tion of Jefferson, since which he has ever 
enjoyed aod performed this duty and pnv 
liege, lie has been devoted to this country 
and has always enjoyed the reputation ot 
a worthy aod esteemed citizen. 
In the 
year 1841 he embraced the Christian re­ 
ligion, and has ever since been prominent 
lo the church, esptctally as a temperance 
worker. Mr. P ratt’s address was eulogis­ 
tic and complimentary to the aged site. 
After the address a song entitled, “ Ver­ 
monters" was sung by an impromptu choir 
led by the veteran singing master, L. P. 
Cheney. Toasts and speeches were theo 
in order aud letters were read ir.jin several 
prominent men, among 
them being a 
poem, “ Tne One Hundredth Birthday ot 
isaac Farwell," bv the Rev. M. A. Fox, cit 
Oregon. 
After the singing of another 
hymn the mao ot IOO years arose aud ad* 
dressed the assembly in clear and distinct 
tones, as follows: 
Friends and Nci'jld^jrs: I rejoice to see 
so many of you here on this my birthday. 
I thank you for the honor you have con­ 
ferred on me by your presence. I was born 
in the year one thousand seven hundred 
and seventy-niue. and through the mercy 
of God have been spared to see the year 
one thousand eight hundred aud seventy- 
nine, which makes me IOO years old to­ 
day. 
This laconic addrest was received with 
deafening applause—well 
merited. At 
(his point dinner wa9 announced as being 
leady, for which all seemed quite prepared. 
Mr. Farwell isshort of stature, being about 
five feet six inches high, and weighs 125 
pounds. 
His memory is unimpaired ; he 
is very sociable and of genial disposal >n 
and is at present enjoying good health, 
and there seems to be no apparent reason 
why he may not greet yet another anniver­ 
sary.
